In the Senate. 


Washington, March 7.—Senator Mor- 


gan (Ala), who offered a resolution 
declaring the abrogation of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain, addressed 
the senate for nearly two hours upon 
his proposition. His admonitions to 
Great Britain were particularly shai p. 
He declared that if Great Britain 
should endeavor to enforce the .terms 
of the treaty the eftort would result in 
a war in which the great empire, 
which had controlled for scores of 
years the commerce of the world, 
would be swept from power and her 
king would be left with only sover- 
eignty over his own little island. 


Congressional Appropriations. 


Washington, March 7.—Representa- 


tive Cannon, chairman of the house 
committee on appropriations, and Rep- 
resentative Livingston, the senior 
Democratic member of the committee, 
have prepared statements of 'he ap- 
propriations of the Fifty-sixtn con- 
gress which will be printed in The 
Record. Both place the total appro- 
priations for the congress at $1,440,- 
062,545, placing those for the first ses- 
sion at $710,150,862 and for the second 
at $729,911-;683.

Bremen, March 7.—While Emperor 


William was driving from the Rath- 
skeller to the railway station here a 
workman named Dietrich Weiland 
threw a piece of iron into his majes- 
ty's carriage. Weiland was immedi- 
ately arrested.

Necessary Products Taxed Ldghtly 


M Possible Under tbe Provisions of 
the Bill—Commissioner Tuft on the 
Progress Being Made Toward tbe 
Establishment of Peace. 
Washington. March 7.—The war de- 


partment has received a copy of the 
proposed Philippine tariff schedule, as 
recommended by the commission. In 
two cases only, throughout the bill, 
are ad valorem duties assessed, name- 
ly, on crude materials and on goods 
not elsewhere provided for, at 10 and 
25 per cent respectively. This is en- 
tirely -satisfactory to the business in- 
terests in the Philippines, it is stated, 
as the just and proper appraisement 
of imported merchandise is entirely 
beyond the existing customs service. 
Throughout the bill the question of 
revenue has been kept steadily in 
view. The necessary food products, 
the raw materials of Philippine indus- 
tries, the tools, implements and ma- 
chinery of production, the materials of 
transportation by land and sea, and 
the 
producers and transmitters of 


power have been taxed as lightly as 
possible. 
Luxuries, whether in bev- 


erages, food, clothing, carriages or 
ornamentb, have been taxed as highly 
as is consistent with the production of 
the most revenue

The 
protest was presented by Martin B, 
Madden, who said that all the manu- 
facturers and wage earners ot the 
United States would be injured if 7e- 
taliatory meaures are to be enforced 
agalnftt our manufactured products.
